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Grassroots Revival 

Legendary LGBT activist Jeff LeTourneau 
hopes to become chairman of the Democratic Party 

of Orange County

I f Jeff LeTourneau decided to retire 
from politics today, his place in Orange 
County progressive history would not 
only be secure, but he’d also be one of its 
titans. The 56-year-old Chicago native has 
been in the trenches longer and harder 
than just about anyone, arriving in Buena 
Park in 1982 as a Hotel Employees and 
Restaurant Employees Union (HERE) 
man to try to organize Knott’s Berry Farm 
workers, joining in the successful strike 
at the Disneyland Hotel in the late 1980s, 
fighting to humanize AIDS at a time 
when many county residents considered 
it a biblical plague, and reporting for duty 
for nearly every progressive campaign 
to hit OC in the past 30 years. And his 
most lasting legacy, of course, has been in 
the struggle for LGBT rights, a fight that 
has seen LeTourneau get beaten up by 
cops and conservative goons alike (most 
memorably, he was told, “Shut up, fag!” by 
the wife of then-congressman Bob Dor- 
nan during a town-hall meeting), while 
helping to transform the county from an 
intolerable place for homosexuals to a 
region where LGBT activism is more vis¬ 
ible than ever. 

But LeTourneau is not retiring—not 
even close. In a move that has sent rip¬ 
ples across the county, the ultimate grass¬ 
roots activist is aiming for the ultimate 
position in establishment politics: He’s 
running for chairman of the Democratic

Party of Orange County (DPOC), an 
unpaid role vested with the responsibil¬ 
ity of strengthening the party in a place 
where it has played perpetual also-ran 
for decades and is facing a future of ris¬ 
ing decline-to-state voters. And though 
LeTourneau faces an uphill battle—he’s 
relatively late to campaigning and doesn’t 
yet have the blessing of the Democratic 
establishment—he’s running for the 
position because he feels the party has 
reached an advantageous point at which 
local Dems can strike at a vulnerable 
OC GOP (read my colleague R. Scott 
Moxley’s cover story this week)—or, like 
Republicans, face eternal irrelevancy as 
Orange County demographics change. 

“I was at a local Democratic Party gath¬ 
ering recently,” LeTourneau said over 
coffee, briefcase in hand as he was ready 


to go to his day job at his self-owned, 
private-investigation firm. “The average 
age was 60-plus, and no more than 10 
percent of the people in the room were 
non-white. Now, there’s nothing wrong 
with those people—I’m an old, white guy 
myself. But they shouldn’t be the only 
people in the room. 

“At this one moment in time, there’s an 
opportunity,” LeTournea adds. “It no lon¬ 
ger has to be the old ways only. We [at the 
DPOC] can take the best of those ways 
and infuse them with a swell of the new.” 

The Democratic Party does appear to 
be at the precipice of local success. Three 
members of Orange County’s congres¬ 
sional delegation are Dems—Loretta 
Sanchez, her Los Angeles-based sister 
Linda, and Long Beach’s Alan Lowenthal. 
Community volunteers and crucial help 
from establishment figures helped Sharon 
Quirk-Silva beat incumbent assemblyman 
Chris Norby in a victory that stunned 
California and gave Democrats the two- 
thirds supermajority needed to push vir¬ 
tually anything through the state Assem¬ 
bly. And the Democrats’ percentage of 
OC voters is higher than it has been in 
memory, while the OOP’s share is facing 
an electoral cliff. 

But internally, the Democratic Party is 
a wreck. It has been headed since 2001 
by Frank Barbaro, an attorney who con¬ 
stantly favored corporatist politicians at 
the expense of progressives, alienating a 
generation of potential candidates. This 
came to a standoff when Barbaro person¬ 
ally supported longtime friend and Santa 
Ana Mayor-for-Life Miguel Pulido in fall 
2012’s mayoral election while the party 
officially backed his opponent, David 
Benavides, after Barbaro asked Bena¬ 
vides to not seek the party’s endorse¬ 
ment. And in a move that infuriated 
labor groups—long the financial life¬ 
blood of the party—Barbaro pushed for 
the party endorsement of county Clerk- 
Recorder Tom Daly over labor activist 
Julio Perez in the spring primary for the 
69th Assembly District; Daly won by a 
slim margin. The squabbling exasperated 
Barbaro, who stepped down in Decem¬ 
ber, telling The Orange County Register 
“You’ve got the LGBTs, the labor unions, 
the environmentalists—they all have dif¬ 
ferent agendas.” 

LeTourneau is diplomatic in talking 
about Barbaro, whom he credits for his 
ability “to get money to candidates when 
they need it.” And he’s also complimen¬ 
tary of his only competitor for the chair¬ 
man spot: Henry Vandermeir of Ladera 
Ranch, the executive director of the Dem¬ 
ocratic Foundation of Orange County and 


a longtime political consultant. “Henry’s 
good at the things that he does,” LeTour¬ 
neau allows, “but I have my plans and my 
experience here in the trenches.” 

He points to his impressive resume: 
one of the founders of the Orange County 
Visibility League, a pioneer organization 
in the local fight for LGBT rights, there 
at the creation of the Eleanor Roosevelt 
Democratic Club and the local staging 
of OC’s first National Coming Out Day 
celebration, a long involvement with the 
LGBT political-action committee ECCO, 
and a current seat on the advisory board 
of the Center Orange County. 

“And I want to push the Republicans 
back to their rightful place,” the feisty 
LeTourneau says. “They’ll always have 
more money than us, but we can at least 
make it so they’re not representing the 
majority of Orange County anymore.” 

Barbaro, on the other hand, always 
made it a point to have dinner with GOP 
chairman Scott Baugh on election night. 

Outside of party politics, whoever ends 
up replacing Barbaro has a formidable 
challenge in front of them. Besides the 
state senate, assembly and congressional 
districts that roughly cover Santa Ana, 
Anaheim, Fullerton and Garden Grove, 
as well as Santa Ana’s city council and 
school board, the Democrats have failed 


miserably at recruiting viable candidates, 
as Republicans continue to hold the vast 
majority of elected positions in Orange 
County. Part of the problem, LeTour¬ 
neau feels, is a lack of outreach by the 
Democratic Party outside its traditional 
constituencies. “Those groups that have 
stood on the outside, it’s time to let them 
in and tell them, ‘This isn’t something 
that ignores you, but something that 
needs your voice,”’ he says. As chairman, 
LeTourneau says, he’ll push for standing 
committees “that have gender and racial 
equity. You’re putting a face on the party 
that’s reflective of the county as a whole, 
and now more people will be inspired 
to vote and run for office. It’s not rocket 
science—it really isn’t. It’s just basic com¬ 
munity organizing.” 

Democratic Party delegates for each 
assembly district will convene Jan. 14 at 
the Carpenter’s Union Local 2361 Hall 
in Orange to vote for either Vandermeir 
or LeTourneau, and LeTourneau feels 
confident he’ll claim victory. He’ll spend 
the coming weeks meeting activists and 
bigwigs alike. 

“We [the Democratic Party of Orange 
County leadership] can be a tool of reform 
that has never been seen before,” LeTour¬ 
neau concludes. “And now is the time.”

DEAR READERS: My

magic shows at Tea Party events now to pay 
the bills. Enjoy! 

DEAR MEXICAN: Is Lou Dobbs right when 
he says that close to 80 hospitals in Cali¬ 
fornia have been closed because of the 
illegals, or is he lying? 

Cabrones No Necesitamos 

DEAR CNN: Dobbs is right to a certain 
point—and only in spite of his idiocy. The 
father of two half-wabs spouted off his 
closed-hospitals claim at least three times: in 
a Dec. 11,2006, interview with Charlie Rose; 
an Dct. 18,2006, CNN broadcast (in which he 
incorrectly attributed the figure to a spring 
2006 issue of The New England Journal of 
Medicine)) and a May 1,2006, special on that 
year's amnesty marches. During that May 
special, Dobbs said, "Well, just for the record, 
it's about 60 hospitals and clinics in California 
have had to close [because of uninsured 
illegal aliens], and in Texas. This is not a new 
phenomenon, and it's just one of the hidden 
costs that the national, the mainstream news 
media, hidebound by political correctness, 
doesn't want to deal with." 

Know Nothing blogs, radio bros and activists 
repeat Dobbs' assertion as gospel, transform¬ 
ing it into an Alamo moment for those circles. 
Dobbs first discussed California's shuttered 
hospitals in a June 8,2005, interview with 
Madeleine Cosman, who had just published 
the essay "Illegal Aliens and American Medi¬ 
cine" in the spring 2005 edition of the Journal 
of American Physicians and Surgeons. Dobbs 
identified her as a "leading medical attorney," 
but the Southern Poverty Law Center later 
exposed her as little more than a resume¬ 


padding racist who once said of Mexican immi¬ 
grants, "Most of these bastards molest girls 
under 12, though some specialize in boys, and 
some in nuns." 

Cosman's paper claimed that 60 California 
hospitals shut down between 1993 and 2003 
and that "84 California hospitals are clos¬ 
ing their doors," using a Sept. 24, 2004, Los 
Angeles T/mes article as citation for the lat¬ 
ter stat. Problema is. Times reporter Jia-Rui 
Chong never wrote such a thing and didn't 
even mention immigrants in her piece. Cos- 
man, by the way, is the same "expert" who 
claimed illegal immigrants introduced 7,000 
leprosy cases to the United States over the 
past three years, a fallacy repeated as fact 
on Dobbs' show that he later retracted. And 
earlier this year [2007], the pendejo stated on 
Lou Dobbs Tonight, "We would never have 
used [Cosman] as a source if we had known 
of her controversial background" when he 
aired her leprous lie. 

The loco-est part of this mess is that 
both Cosman and her parakeet Dobbs have 
their figures relatively right: According to 
the California Hospital Association (CHA), 

82 hospitals in the Golden State folded from 
1996 to 2006. But in an August interview with 
The New England Journal of Medicine, CHA 
vice president of external affairs Jan Emer¬ 
son noted, "It would not be fair to place the 
blame solely on undocumented immigrants, 
but certainly, they are a contributing factor." 
The article by contributing editor Susan Dkie, 
M.D., also revealed that illegals make up only 
about 20 percent of the country's residents 
who lack medical insurance and about 10 
percent of the "uncompensated care in Cali¬ 
fornia hospitals"—10 percent too much, si, 
but hardly the invasion the now-dead Cosman 
and still-whining Dobbs want Americans to 
believe. Strangely, Dobbs has yet to mention 
Dkie's article.

APOCALYPSE NOW 

THE PARTY'S OVER FOR REPUBLICANS IN ORANGE COUNTY AND CALIFORNIA BY R. SCOH MOXLEY 


F or Orange County and California Repub¬ 
licans, it was difficult to imagine a more 
dire political situation going into the 2012 
November elections: If state Assemblyman 
Chris Norby (R-Fullerton) lost his seat to relative 
newcomer Sharon Quirk-Silva, he would hand Dem¬ 
ocrats supermajority powers in Sacramento and, 
during a period with monumental governmental 
decisions pending, officially make Republicans irrel¬ 
evant in state politics for the first time in 80 years. 

A Quirk-Silva victory in the newly drawn 65th 
State Assembly District—a swath encompassing 
parts of Anaheim, Fullerton, Cypress, La Palma, 
Buena Park, Brea and Stanton that looks like a 
partially melted Pac-Man—would represent the 
proverbial nail in the coffin for Republicans by 
not only leaving Democrats in control of every 
major elected office (two U.S. Senate seats, gover¬ 
nor, lieutenant governor, attorney general, secre¬ 
tary of state, treasurer, controller, superintendent 
of public instruction and insurance commis¬ 


sioner), but also in insurmountable domination of 
the state Legislature. 

That outcome would mean Democrats could run 
California on whim even more so than they have for 
the two years since Arnold Schwarzenegger thank¬ 
fully returned to making horrible action movies. 
Republicans would be powerless against legisla¬ 
tion dreamed up by the liberal-tilting coalition of 
public-employee unions, environmentalists, gays, 
women, blacks. Latinos, Asians and pro-consumer 
watchdogs that has set the agenda in Sacramento 
for the past 15 years. They couldn’t even perform 
their usual task of thwarting tax and fee increases 
on individuals and corporations. 

You might guess that doomsday scenario would 
motivate conservatives to take emergency action to 
ensure Norby’s re-election. After all, party activists 
went into DEFCON 1 over Barack Obama’s birth 
certificate and, as has been voiced by wide-eyed, 
tequila-guzzling Congressman Dana Rohrabacher 
(R-Costa Mesa), the president’s secret desires to 


make the USA a subsidiary of the United Nations 
and a protector of Islamic terrorists. Surely, the 
inescapable effects of a Quirk-Silva win meant 
they’d drop the fantasies and pour overwhelming 
resources and cutthroat strategies into thwarting 
her candidacy. 

Incredibly, it didn’t, and Republicans can’t claim 
ignorance of the consequences. Dozens of pre-elec¬ 
tion news articles laid out the stakes of the contest 
centering on voters in the 65th. These people would 
decide whether to send the party of Abe Lincoln 
into the corner for a minimum two-year timeout. 

When all the votes were tallied. Quirk-Silva 
didn’t just squeak by Norby. The Fullerton mayor 
easily won a race that both liberal and conservative 
campaign experts labeled in pre-election analysis as 
a solid GOP seat. She pulled ahead early on election 
night, never relinquished the lead and ultimately 
sailed to victory with a 5,500-vote margin. 

For decades. Orange County Democrats such as 
Loretta Sanchez, Tom Umberg, Jose Solorio, Jerry

Patterson and Lou Correa won state or federal elec¬ 
tions only in portions of the county where they 
enjoyed sizeable voter-registration advantages. 
Quirk-Silva made history With the help of her 
rookie campaign manager, 31-year-old ex-punk-rock 
band member Jason Mills, the elementary-school 
teacher did what was considered impossible in a 
place once hailed by conservatives as Reagan Coun¬ 
try: defeated a Republican incumbent in a district 
where Republicans outnumbered Democrats at the 
outset of the race and which for decades had sent 
rabid right-wingers to Sacramento. 

Was the victory of another Latina Democrat over 
a veteran, white Republican politician a meaning¬ 
less fluke or further proof of the OOP’s inability 
to adapt to shifting population demographics? 

Have OC and California Republicans Anally hit 
rock-bottom? Do they have a plan to recover some 
semblance of power? Or are they destined for more 
ballot-box irrelevance?

I nside the Newport Beach lobbying 
offices he shares with fellow Repub¬ 
lican heavyweights Jim Righeimer 
and Jon Fleischman, Scott Baugh knows 
there are angry members of his party who 
are demanding a major overhaul. Through 
one-way light-deflecting windows, Baugh 
can gaze at the tranquil lawns of the Pacific 
Club, a hotspot for business and politi¬ 
cal deals. But the chairman of the Orange 
County Republican Party isn’t hiding his 
assessment of the party’s status quo. 

“We’re doing a poor job,” said Baugh, 
a former state Assemblyman and Assem¬ 
bly Republican Leader from Huntington 
Beach. “We’ve got the right principles about 
prosperity and freedom, but we’re not com¬ 
municating them to voters. Too many of our 
candidates have lost the ability to articulate 
a bright and bold future for the average 
American. We have too much of a corporate 
mentality, and it’s not working.” 

Though Republicans continue to 
occupy more than 90 percent of all public 
offices in OC, Baugh twice used the word 
“fatigue” to describe party members’ mood 
following recent state and federal elec¬ 
tion losses. “There’s no doubt we’ve seen a 
decline of the Republican Party in Orange 
County and California,” he said. “It’s really 
a statewide issue. We’ve had national 
tickets that ignore OC except for the cash- 
o-nomics, and it’s difficult to get people to 
the polls when they aren’t excited about 
the candidates at the top of the ticket.” 

Other troubles are more homegrown. 

A mention of Quirk-Silva’s victory pro¬ 
duced a sigh, and Baugh somberly noted 
that even if Norby had been re-elected, 
California Republicans still would have 
botched the elections because they also 
lost another so-called safe Republican 
assembly seat in the Palmdale/Lancaster 
area. “So Democrats have a supermajority 
and a one-vote cushion in Sacramento,” 
he said. “The question is: How long will 
that last? Two years? Four years?” 

The answer to that depends, in part, on 
what happened in the Quirk-Silva race. 
According to Baugh, the local GOP wasn’t 
in the lead position to aid Norby with 
financial resources or manage the effort. 
He claims he warned state party officials 
at least six weeks before the election that 
they could lose the seat. 

“They sat on their hands for too long, 
and when they finally paid attention to 
the race, it was too late,” he said. “There 
was complacency.” 

Though a startling mindset given the 
stakes, such a stance is somewhat explain¬ 
able. Norby enjoyed the perks of incum¬ 
bency (access to party resources and a 
sizable donor community), good public 
name recognition for his efforts to curb 
government eminent-domain abuses, bet¬ 
ter campaign experience from his years as 
a county supervisor and Fullerton council¬ 
man, and the loyal support of the popular 
Friends for Fullerton’s Future blog. In the 
June primary election, he trounced Quirk- 
Silva by a whopping 18 percentage points. 

But Norby also had behind-the-scene 
problems. “The Democrats took my race 
more seriously than the Republicans, and 


the public-employee unions outspent me 
three to one,” he said, also blaming the 
local GOP of ignoring him for the presi¬ 
dential campaign and state propositions. 

Several prominent, veteran California 
Republican officials explained reasons 
for the complacency but asked that their 
names not be used for this story in case 
Norby runs again and returns to Sacra¬ 
mento. Both basically said the same thing: 
Norby wasn’t a team player and had 
unnecessarily alienated more than a few 
fellow Republicans. 

“Chris has his good points,” said one 
source who has known Norby for more 
than a decade. “But he also can be a 
weird, quirky guy whose personality is 
prickly. He didn’t make a lot of friends 
up here, and I think there were some 
people in the party who didn’t care if he 
returned. Party politics isn’t always the 
most important factor. Sometimes, deci¬ 
sions are more personal.” 

O uirk-Silva walked into a Panera 

Bread shop near Cal State Fullerton 
on a recent Sunday morning, and 
even though she is a rising superstar in Cal¬ 
ifornia Democratic Party politics, nobody 
recognized her. Unlike some politicians, 
her ego wasn’t wounded. There’s no time 
for pettiness. The thrill of entering the state 
Assembly is “like returning to college,” she 
said. “I’m in a new chapter in my life. There 
is so much to learn. It’s exciting.” 

Born in Los Angeles in 1962, Quirk-Silva 
has lived in Fullerton since she was 2 years 
old. The mother of four earned a bachelor’s 
degree from UCLA and has taught elemen¬ 
tary school for more than two decades. 

A “big believer in a liberal education that 
teaches students how to communicate,” 
she displayed a sign in her classroom that 
underscored her mentality: “Ask ques¬ 
tions.” She says she is following that com¬ 
mandment as she enters her first term. 

Her rise to power wasn’t an overnight 
feat. After years of local political activ¬ 
ism for policies such as the DREAM Act, 
she parlayed her networking into a 2004 
seat on an otherwise all-Republican, all¬ 
male, all-white city council. She won re- 
election four years later and was named 
mayor in 2011. 

Given there are 34 cities in Orange 
County, it’s not surprising that Quirk-Silva 
spent the majority of her public life in rel¬ 
ative obscurity. That changed 18 months 
ago, when Fullerton police beat to death 
Kelly Thomas, an unarmed, 36-year-old, 
homeless, schizophrenic man. Unlike 
three members (all older white males) of 
the council. Quirk-Silva and Republican 
councilman Bruce Whitaker refused to 
downplay the gruesome killing or ignore 
the signs of corruption and mismanage¬ 
ment within the police department. 

In early 2012, with the advice and 
encouragement of Congresswoman Loretta 
Sanchez (D-Anaheim), Quirk-Silva decided 
to challenge Norby, whom she saw as an 
ineffective representative more worried 
about libertarian, ideological pontifications 
than solving day-to-day problems for resi¬ 
dents. She says that of about 90 bills Norby 


proposed, only two became laws. Last May, 
he won her scorn by labeling Title IX, a 
1972 federal law mandating gender equality 
in college and high-school sports, as anti¬ 
male discrimination. Still, she knew she had 
an uphill battle. 

“At first, nobody—not even Demo¬ 
crats—thought I had a chance to win,” 
Quirk-Silva recalled. 

Norby had a constituency. He told me 
he is proud of his three years in the leg¬ 
islature. He made “real difference in the 
abolition of redevelopment agencies—long 
a source of corporate-welfare and emi¬ 
nent-domain abuse.” He wishes he could 
have done more to end the War on Drugs, 
which he calls “a costly war on people,” 
and he noted his ideology is hardly out of 
touch. “Voluntary, consensual, nonvio¬ 
lent adult behavior of any kind should be 
decriminalized,” Norby said. 

But Quirk-Silva’s campaign organiz¬ 
ers made a critical, early gamble. They 
decided to save resources for the general 
election. The move wasn’t without conse¬ 
quences. Immediately after the primary, 
some potential backers used her trouncing 
as reason to not contribute to a seemingly 
hopeless campaign. The law of unin¬ 
tended consequences also struck Norby. 
Donors were hesitant to give him contri¬ 
butions for the November contest because 
they didn’t think he needed the money. 

But, as campaign-finance disclosures at 
the California Secretary of State’s office 
reveal. Quirk-Silva managed to outraise 
Norby at each pre-election report¬ 
ing deadline. For example, from July 1 
through Sept. 30, she raised $154,000; he 
raised $72,000. During the first 20 days of 
October, she collected $95,000—$64,000 
more than he. 

“It wasn’t easy,” she said. “I’d say the 
reason [for winning] was hard work. No, 
really. Loretta told me that there is no sub¬ 
stitution for knocking on doors, meeting 
people and attending community events. 
People want to meet you, see you. That’s 
what I did. Jason, my campaign manager, 
targeted certain areas we needed to win. 
We started walking neighborhoods in 
July, and we never stopped. I had so many 


people tell me, ‘You are the first candidate 
who has ever bothered to knock on my 
door.’ We worked our butts off.” 

According to Quirk-Silva, her critics— 
some of whom she believes are misogynis- 
tic—habitually underestimate her. “My first 
council race against Mike Clesceri was very 
much like this one against Norby,” she said. 
“Some people said, ‘Oh, you were lucky. 

You didn’t wzn. Clesceri lost’ Those are 
the kind of things I heard, and I’m hearing 
them again after this election.” 

Her list of key reasons for her victory 
includes the strength and determina¬ 
tion of her candidacy, the efforts of her 
numerous volunteers, voters’ desire for 
political change, and her campaign’s early 
recognition of a reality she believes Norby 
never saw. 

“After redistricting, it’s a fundamen¬ 
tally different district,” she said. “There 
are new demographics. It’s now more 
diverse. Could I have beaten Norby in the 
old 72nd District? That would have been 
a stretch.” 

As evidence Norby was out of touch, 
she noted that his campaign literature 
used a controversial image. The picture 
showed the assemblyman standing with 
Marilyn Davenport, an elderly, white. 
Republican Party Central Committee 
representative who won national infamy 
in 2011 when the Weekly revealed she’d 
emailed a racist image depicting Obama 
and his parents as chimpanzees. 

“Okay, that didn’t help,” Baugh 
wryly observed. 

Allan Bartlett, a longtime Republican 
activist in Irvine and a past member of 
the GOP central committee, was more 
blunt. Bartlett called the Davenport 
mailer—which was produced by consul¬ 
tant John Lewis, who worked for corrupt 
Sheriff Mike Carona before his FBI and 
IRS arrest—“political malpractice.” And 
he added, “How stupid can you be?” 

In the final stages of the race, poten¬ 
tial major Democratic donors finally 
accepted polling results that showed 
Quirk-Silva could win. Norby’s camp 
had been bragging it was in the lead

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by double digits and publicly held the 
challenging campaign in contempt. But 
the rhetoric was betrayed by repeated, 
anxious demands for a debate. (As a rule 
of thumb, incumbents avoid debates in 
close elections if they believe they are 
in the lead.) It spoke volumes about the 
state of the race in October that Quirk- 
Silva was the one who didn’t go out of 
her way to share a stage. 

Democratic Party committees around 
the state, labor unions and corporations 
such as Disney didn’t mistake the signals. 
A supermajority in Sacramento obviously 
was within reach. According to indepen¬ 
dent journalist John Hrabe, those groups 
decided in the final weeks of the race to 
funnel more than $292,000 in contribu¬ 
tions to defeat Norby. 

Given her past. Quirk-Silva won’t be 
surprised to learn Baugh isn’t willing to 
give her credit for her victory. He insists 
her last-minute financial windfall from 
out-of-district sources made her the win¬ 
ner. “That’s what was determinative in 
the election,” said Baugh. “The Demo¬ 
crats wanted it more. They went into 
overdrive to pick up the seat.” 

W hat will it take for the GOP to 
go into overdrive? You have to 
wonder what other motivation 
Republicans need to revamp their efforts. 
Consider these trends and facts for the 
party faithful: 

• Since 2004, the GOP has lost 31,000 
registrations count 5 rwide, while Demo¬ 


crats picked up 80,000 new voters. 

• In the June open-primary election, 
Dianne Feinstein, a San Francisco Demo¬ 
crat, grabbed 53,000 more votes in OC 
than the second-place finisher. Republi¬ 
can Elizabeth Emken. 

• Orange County’s congressional del¬ 
egation was entirely Republican in 1996, 
but following the recent election, it will 
include three Democratic representa¬ 
tives—Loretta Sanchez, Linda Sanchez 
and Alan Lowenthal. 

• In the new 72nd Assembly District, 
voters soundly rejected the GOP-backed 
candidate, unscrupulous Los Alamitos 
City Councilman Troy Edgar, by handing 
a 16,000-vote win to a more independent 
Republican, Travis Allen. 

• In Irvine, Republican contributors 
or operatives such as Adam Probolsky, 
Patrick Strader, Jimmy Camp and Dave 
Gilliard betrayed local GOP candidates by 
aiding the campaign of liberal Democrat 
Larry Agran, who has a history of giving 
allies lucrative, no-bid city contracts. 

• In 1984, Ronald Reagan defeated 
Democrat Walter Mondale in Orange 
County by a margin of 429,000 votes; in 
2004, George W. Bush beat Democrat 
John Kerry by 223,000 votes; and in 2012, 
Mitt Romney captured just 70,000 more 
votes than Barack Obama. 

Such statistics alarm activists. 

“I honestly don’t know if the party 
can be saved in California,” said Bartlett. 
“I worry that [maybe] we haven’t hit 
rock-bottom.” 
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I t’s a certainty that if Republicans 
don’t improve relations with Lati¬ 
nos, the fastest-growing segment of 
voters, they are doomed statewide and 
in ever-expanding sections of north and 
central OC. But some Republicans seem 
determined to continually offend. From 
his perch inside an overwhelmingly white 
and Republican coastal congressional dis¬ 
trict, Rohrabacher, for example, has dis- 
missively called Latinos “Pedro” or “ille¬ 
gals.” The tactic delights the right-wing 
fringe nuts he parties with at local bars, 
but it sabotages GOP-outreach efforts. 

“The bigotry and inappropriate names 
is behavior I don’t support,” said Baugh, 
who is facing re-election to his chairman¬ 
ship without opposition this month. “Over 
the years, I’ve admonished people to not 
engage in that. It’s difficult to make prog¬ 
ress if people don’t think we like them.... 
A race to the right is frankly pointless for 
future victories and electoral success.” 

But, he admits, even he has gotten 
in trouble. 

“I was speaking at Los Amigos [after 
the election], and I used the term ‘undoc¬ 
umented workers,’ and people got upset 
with me,” he said. “I honestly didn’t know 
that was an offensive term.” 

One attendee told Baugh, “You think 
we’re stupid.” Another told him the 
Republican Party was determined to 
deport Latinos. Such sentiment has 
driven him to make it a priority to “cor¬ 
rect assumptions” and “misinforma¬ 
tion” by launching “a conversation” 
with Latino voters. To deal with illegal 
immigration, he is personally opposed to 
deportation or amnesty. 

“Neither of those are the solution,” he 
said. “We have to have border enforce¬ 
ment, but also corporate penalties and a 
guest-worker program that gives people a 
clear path to citizenship. Look, the Demo¬ 
crats aren’t going to do an 5 Thing to fix 
the system. We, as Republicans, have an 
opportunity to do something because it’s 
the right thing to do.” 

Mocking himself (and, perhaps, Rohra¬ 
bacher, too), Baugh added, “I really get 
that the future of our party is not balding, 
fat, middle-aged white guys.” 

His strategy hinges on recruiting minor¬ 
ity candidates, and Baugh conceded that 
“some districts are going to be hard to 
win—maybe we won’t ever be able to defeat 
Loretta Sanchez,” but he claims he’s already 
excited about post-election developments. 

“I’ve got a long list of Latino activists 
and candidates whom I’m working with,” 
he said. “They are eager to help me change 
the face of the party and defend it. You 
will see in the next two years a tremen¬ 
dous effort to recruit Latinos to run and 
to have the Republican Party represented 
in Latino community by Latinos. That will 
give us credibility. I want to inspire a gen¬ 
eration of young Latinos who can articu¬ 
late our vision: less regulation, less red 
tape and less taxes. It’s not going to hap¬ 
pen overnight, but we’re making progress.” 

It might help his cause if he doesn’t 
invite ex-Governor Pete Wilson as a 
speaker at party functions, as he did on 
Nov. 6. A frail, shaking Wilson—one year 
short of 80—grabbed the podium and 
mumbled about returning the party to its 
glorious past by continuing to do what 
it’s doing but just trying harder. For many 
Latinos, that past is tainted with racism. 


In 1988, the county GOP helped Curt Prin¬ 
gle narrowly win a state assembly race by 
illegally hiring poll guards to intimidate 
Latinos from voting in Santa Ana. In 1994, 
Wilson used anti-immigrant Proposi¬ 
tion 187 as an election wedge strategy for 
Republican candidates. And with every 
election cycle that passes, another candi¬ 
date or activist writes or says something 
anti-Latino that makes national headlines 
and drives people such as Baugh nuts. 

O uirk-Silva appreciates she’s going 
to be closely watched, but she isn’t 
concerned. She’s making substan¬ 
tially more ($95,000, plus $142 per diem 
for days the legislature is in session) than 
she did as a fourth-grade teacher. Because 
she plans to spend significant time at 
home in the district, where she lives with 
her husband, Jesus, a middle-school 
math teacher, she is renting a small studio 
apartment across the street from the capi- 
tol. Already connected with residents, she 
says she doesn’t need an outreach plan. 

“Most of the people in the district have 
the same concerns I do,” she said. “They 
work hard, they feed their families, and if 
they can get a chance, they’d like to take 
a little vacation. I want to get things done 
in Sacramento for them.” 

She says she firmly believes in “fairness” 
in government policies and a more activist 
state bureaucracy than Norby, but don’t 
expect her to espouse fiery class-warfare 
rhetoric. “I don’t like fear-driven dia¬ 
logue,” said Quirk-Silva. “I don’t like the 
‘us versus them’ mentality. I think that’s 
what Norby played on in the campaign, 
especially in his mailers. He told people 
that if the DREAM Act kids win, you lose. 
He showed images of people crossing the 
border. That’s very polarizing. People get 
tired of being beaten up on.” 

The big question around the state is: 
Will Quirk-Silva help Democrats raise 
taxes and fees? 

“I didn’t run to be the [member who 
gave Democrats the supermajority],” she 
said. “I just happened to be [that mem¬ 
ber]. My goal isn’t to figure out how to 
raise taxes and fees.” 

But will she back a tax hike? “It really 
depends on what it is,” she replied. 

Baugh has a warning. “If she votes for 
tax increases, I wouldn’t be surprised 
if there’s a recall campaign against her 
before the next election,” he said. “With 
their one-vote cushion, maybe Democrats 
will let her off the hook. We’ll see.” 

Quirk-Silva believes Baugh’s thoughts 
would best be used “to help the whole 
delegation—Republicans and Demo¬ 
crats”—make life better for Orange 
County residents. 

“Let’s get things done together,” she 
said. “I’m not opposed to reaching across 
the aisle. I had to do that on the Fullerton 
City Council. The political season can 
come later.” 

She’s heard rumors that Republicans 
are already aiming to make her a one- 
term wonder. 

“I’m very aware they want to take 
back that seat,” said Quirk-Silva. “But 
whether I serve two or four or six years 
or more is ultimately up to the voters in 
the district. If I lose in the future, I have 
no problem going back to the good life I 
had in the classroom.”

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Sausage Party 


The new Wild Goose Tavern in Costa Mesa knows its wieners

A lovely loaf cradles the sausage 

sandwiches at Wild Goose Tavern. 
It’s big and pillowy, thicker than 
the average hot-dog bun, and when you 
bite into the chewy, slightly yeasty roll, 
you realize you’re eating real bread- 
something designed for this very purpose 
and with a substantial crust impermeable 
to liquids. This isn’t the stuff you buy in 
bulk for Fourth of July, but rather a cus¬ 
tom-crafted piece produced by Dean Kim 
at OC Baking Co. similar to those used to 
make proper Maine lobster rolls. The sau¬ 
sages wedged into them are also of envi¬ 
able pedigree; some are said to have come 
from Mattern Sausage in Orange. But it’s 
here, in this bar, that this bread and these 
sausages become one—and great. 

I’m going to say this now, and it might 
sound a little premature since this is my 
first review of 2013, but I’m convinced 
I won’t encounter better sausage sand¬ 
wiches this year than these tubular titans. 
The so-called “Baked Italian” is actually 
baked. A circular slice of provolone blan¬ 
kets it, melted and fused over the gap, seal¬ 
ing it like a drum. Look at it from the top, 
and you’ll think it a piece of lasagna rather 
than a sandwich. The toppings render the 
mildly sweet Italian link of Holmesian pro¬ 
portions invisible, buried under chunky 
marinara tangy of tomatoes, caramelized 
fennel and a shower of grated Parmesan. 
And when you bite, you make sure you 
have a napkin on your lap and one tucked 
into your collar because you know by 
looking at it the thing will surely spurt out 
juice and dribble sauce. I said it was great; 

I never said it wasn’t going to be messy. 


It’s advisable to double up on the nap¬ 
kins for the “Chicken Mole” sausage. 
Garlic aioli is smeared; sugar-sweet, 
cubed-beet relish is spooned into the 
crevice of the bread; squirts of Sriracha 
are zigzagged all over, disregarding any 
boundaries; and the barely set yolk of a 
sunny-side-up quail egg is destined to 
burst. As you approach the thing, you try 
to determine whether it’s better to knife- 
and-fork it. But this is a sandwich, after 
all, so you open your mouth wider than 
you thought possible to receive it. As you 
eat, the back of your throat burns from the 
latent spiciness of the sausage while your 
upper lip glistens with grease and throbs 
from direct contact with the Sriracha. 

Among the other sausages, a wild boar 
goes the predictable Thai route, with the 
requisite peanut sauce you usually see 
reserved for satay, some lightly dressed 
shredded cabbage that’s considered a 
slaw, and crispy wonton strips that you 
end up nibbling on later since most will 
inevitably fall off. A bratwurst tastes 
slightly sour either because of the mustard 
or the braised red cabbage and onions, 
or maybe both, but there’s no other 
sandwich here that’s more suited to be 
washed down with Guinness. But if there 
is one item that encapsulates what Wild 
Goose Tavern is trying to accomplish, it’s 
the “Cajun Swamp,” which is, without a 
doubt, the messiest and hardest to eat, but 
also one of the most satisfying sausage 
sandwiches you can order—and not just 
because it’s topped with sauteed shrimp. 
It’s almost comical the way the U-shaped 
curl of the andouille arcs up like a whale 


breaching from its sea of smothering 
gumbo. With all that gravy, the bun now 
becomes one of those bread bowls over¬ 
filled with chowder. 

There are burgers, of course, and two 
salads, one in which goat cheese and 
arugula dressed in a honey-and-miso 
dressing are made even sweeter with 
slices of yellow beets so candy-like they 
may as well be dessert. But it’s rare that 
anyone orders it. In fact, after a certain 
time of night, when the place fills up, 
it’s rare that anyone orders any food. 
Wild Goose Tavern is exactly that: a 
tavern. There are very few tables, and 
where one can sit down to commit to 
a dripping sandwich or a salad served 
on a plate as big as the bar counter is 
wide is a precious commodity. Most 
evenings, the people who come too late 
end up milling around, standing near 
the pool table underneath the mounted 
animal heads, nursing a beer or one 
of the surprisingly potent margaritas, 
waiting for something to open up or a 
pretty young thing to flirt with. 

If these folks end up nibbling on 
anything, it’s either the sweet-potato- 
and-goat-cheese tater tots, which look 
and taste a little like takoyaki, or the 
Cabanossi Slim Jims, which are better 
versions of the gas-station snack. Both 
are easy to eat while standing up. All 
they need now is that bread!

I t's the restaurant launched by a simple $5 
sandwich, this Grilled Cheese Spot, this 
cubby hole of a gem that's as close to an NYC 
state of stomach as Orange County has ever 
experienced. The sandwich, of course, is the 
Starving Artist at the Crosby, a simple creation 
of white bread, Gruyere and mushrooms, 
served with a thimble of basil-spiked tomato 
soup, a brilliant Aron Habiger creation that 
never rose in price even as the Crosby made 
the push into high dining, that always main¬ 
tained its singular awesomeness, and that 
starts the list at Habiger's latest restaurant. 

The dive is the smaller brother of the 
Crosby—still employs nice hipsters; still 
features artsy design schemes (since all it 
accepts is cash, the Man In Black makes more 
than a few cameos); still pumps out grooving 
music courtesy of owners Chris Alfaro, Phil 
Nisco and MarkYamaoka. But whereas the 
Crosby is a full restaurant, the Grilled Cheese 
Spot only serves sandwiches—six Habiger 
inventions, plus a build-your-own-sammy 
option for which eaters can choose from seven 
breads, 15 cheeses, nine veggies, six meats 
and the silkiest fried eggs this side of a cre- 
perie. You can eat on two metal counters that 
line the walls, but there are no seats. You can 
order to go, but all you get to hold your meal is 
a cardboard box. This is food on the go, quick 
and cheap, and even though it's barely two 
weeks old, it has already hit a sandwich stride. 

The namesake sandwich is a beast of deli¬ 
cate short ribs and oily taleggio on ciabatta, 
and just when you think Habiger tried a bit too 
hard, in come pickled red onions to perfectly 
cut the richness. The Dusk III Dawn's name is 
strange—^what does Gouda, bacon, fried eggs 
and grilled onions have to do with vampires?— 
but the fattiness of everything quickly zombi- 
fiesthe mind. And ifyouthinkthe prices are a 
bit high—from $8 to $11—there's always the $7 
customization option, the greatest local quick 
meal since the two-tacos-for-a-buck-plus-free- 
pineapple-juice special at Tacos El Chavito. 

Can something as fiendishly simple as 
the Grilled Cheese Spot survive, especially 
in an area that's already a dining power¬ 
house that will only explode further in 2013? 
The lines have already gathered, the buzz 
still reverberates, and there's always that 
original Starving Artist, as magnificent as 
its previous incarnation. Remember that 
the two most famous foodstuffs on which 
Jesus appeared were a flour tortilla and a 
grilled-cheese sandwich, and you'll realize 
that the Grilled Cheese Spot is more than a 
quick meal—it's sandwich salvation.

In the conversations leading 
to our interview with Michael “Mick” 
Schepers, we’re pretty sure he referenced 
most of our team in one way or another. 
When we did sit down, every answer had 
a story behind it, and while it was a boat¬ 
load of information, we wanted to listen. 

Earliest food memory: 

Chocolates from the Reber company in 
Germany! My Austrian uncle worked 
there, and one year, I got a whole bag—10 
kilograms, an obscene amount—of Mozart- 
Kugeln. I stuffed my face with them until I 
felt completely nauseated. Up to this day, I 
am still not much of a dessert or sweet fan. 
Your best recent food find: 

Smoked-marlin tacos from Oscar’s in San 
Diego. It was kind of unusual, but good! 

I have no idea whether using smoked 
fish is a Mexican or San Diego thing, but 
we can always jAsk a Mexican! I have no 
doubt Southern Californians love this 
place; there is avocado on everything. 
Culinarily speaking, Orange County has 
the best: 

Vietnamese food, so I am told. While deli¬ 
cious, I have not tasted Vietnamese food 
elsewhere. Nevertheless, a lot of my Viet 
customers tell me their mothers make the 
best pho. It kind of reminds me of Italians 
and their mamas making the best pasta. 
It’s probably because of the time they 
take to make the broth. 

We also have great chefs working with 
great concepts, such as Haven. One must 
look at the great menu Greg Daniels 
brings to you. The Playground has some¬ 
what of an erratic menu that constantly 
changes, but Jason Quinn’s customers love 
it. Mr. Amar Santana and his Broadway. 
We even got Shuck, an oyster bar, just to 
name a few. I think considering the OC is 
supposed to be suburbia, the offerings are 
pretty damn good, possibly better than 
some cities. I haven’t even mentioned the 
unique food trucks or taco shops, or even 
innovative chains such as Bruxie. 

How many burgers do you serve on a typi¬ 
cal day? 

About 300 to 500 burgers, with the latter 
being served at the end of the week. 

We know you read our blog, so what have 
you read up on lately? 

Dave Lieberman’s rant on salad dressings. 
Why is there corn syrup in Western salad 
dressings and everything else? I will never 
get sucked into a conversation publicly 
on whether anything is good or bad for 
you. I will always say an egg and oil never 
killed anybody, albeit people seem to think 
fat-free dressings made of corn syrup 
taste great and are better, and they pour 
humungous portions of it on their salad on 
sheer belief that their lunch is healthy. As 
far as I’m concerned, the only reason there 
is corn syrup in everything is because it’s

cheaper than egg and other ingredients. 
Where did you grow up? What brought you 
to Orange County? 

I grew up in Castelldefels, Spain, a beach 
town a few miles south of Barcelona. I went 
to university in the U.K., where I met my 
wife. We operated some restaurants over 
there for a time. We came to OC in 1998, two 
years after our first daughter was born, pri¬ 
marily for the reason that in the restaurant 
business, you never get to see your kids. 
What other professions have you had? 
None, really. I graduated as an electrical 
and mechanical engineer, studied most 
modules for an MBA and never finished 
my final project. 

Hardest lesson you’ve learned: 

Probably this one: I would never open an 
amenity at the bottom of an office build¬ 
ing again because you are susceptible to 
bubbles—in which your customers just 
evaporate. I was lucky that mortgage com¬ 
panies grew, and my catering elsewhere 
exploded. Today, I am lucky I am in the 
individual-customer business. Not a ham¬ 
burger store, really, or a juice bar, or a cafe. 
Completely driven by the social network. 
We sell only a handful of products, just 
because I chose to execute the product the 
social network wanted in the best possible 
way, and forgot the rest of the menu. 

What would you be doing if you weren’t in 
this business? 

I have no idea, but I’d most likely 
be bankrupt!

Soondubu at DooRe

W hen I say you should eat this 
now, I don’t mean just here. 
Get it an 5 rwhere you can get 
it. You are closer to a soondubu, or soft 
tofu soup, joint than you realize. Look it 
up! This is the weather for it. Consider 
soondubu the best natural antifreeze and 
one of the greatest dishes that Koreans 
have blessed the world with. It follows 
the rule of a lot of Korean dishes: what’s 
served hot is even better when it’s served 
still roiling, sputtering or scalding in a 
heavy iron pot. 

DooRe does one of the better pots 
of soondubu in Irvine. The second you 


receive the soup, crack a raw egg into 
it, then tuck the yolk under the layers 
of boiling soybean custard, meat bits 
and broth. Let it sink to the bottom to 
be swaddled in the warmth. By the time 
you slurp your way back to the egg, it’ll 
be softly poached, ready to be spooned 
up with the rest of the meal, which will 
include at least half a dozen smaller pan¬ 
chan. So nibble on a cooling celery salad 
here, a wiggly cube of jelly there, some 
rice, then sip and sip and sip away on that 
warming ambrosia. Just do it now while 
it’s boiling-hot and the air is cold! From a 
Dec. 28 Stick a Fork In It post.

The Flaming P 
at Pitfire Pizza 

here's apparently a speakeasy in the 
back of the newly opened Pitfire Pizza 
in Costa Mesa, but you have to look in order 
to find it. I didn't know that, though, and I 
read the menu of cocktails available at the 
minuscule, no-seating bar upfront. Then I 
looked at the garnish tray—which had mint, 
dried cherries, rosemary "trees," ruby-red 
grapefruit wedges and chile peppers—and 
briefly debated just having water. 

I needn't have worried; the jalapehos 
and grapefruit were destined for the Flam¬ 
ing P, a take on a paloma, the most popular 
tequila cocktail in Mexico. Camarena 
tequila reposado (a 100 percent de agave 
tequila that's one of the best bargains on 
the shelf), grapefruit soda, jalapeho-infused 
honey and mint are shaken and served on 
the rocks with the aforementioned garnish. 

THE DRINK 

It's a slow drink because the jalapeho is 
pretty dominant; it reminds me of a brighter, 
fresher version of the infused tequila I 
make at home by stuffing a chile chiihuacle 
into a fifth of tequila reposado. The honey 


is necessary to take some of the acrid edge 
off the chile, and the mint ties it together. 
After I finished the drink, incidentally, I 
found the speakeasy; it's way past the 
bathrooms, with a fully stocked bar and a 
normal-looking garnish tray—stand by for 
further drinks to come from that spot. From 
a Dec. 27 Stick a Fork In It post.

Get You to the Garlic 

Chicken Dijon for wonderful rotisserie bird, big-ass plates 


Long Beach Lunch

T here are a lot of fast-casual res¬ 
taurant chains that have made an 
entire empire out of serving rotis¬ 
serie chicken combo plates and assorted 
comfort-food sides. In Southern Califor¬ 
nia, they seem to be all over the place: 
Santa Monica’s Koo Koo Roo, California 
Chicken Cafe in the San Fernando Val¬ 
ley, even the lone Kenny Rogers Roasters 
in the Ontario Mills mall, places that 
laud healthy meat options, offering them 
alongside American staples such as mac 
and cheese and mashed potatoes. 

In Long Beach, however, the one 
such chicken eatery is Chicken Dijon, 
a South Bay-based (with a location in 
Irvine) rotisserie and grill that is more 
Mediterranean-influenced than anything 
else, serving chicken meals laced with 
garlic sauce and Greek-style sides perfect 
for a light refuel after a few hours of post- 
Christmas shopping. 

Tucked into a neutral-colored corner 
of the Marina Pacifica shopping cen¬ 
ter (formerly the Wow! Center), Long 
Beach’s Chicken Dijon never seems to 
get any love. Every time I go there, I am 
one of only a few customers, and when¬ 
ever I mention its affordable prices and 
Greek specialties to friends, they have 
never heard of it before. Yet this unsus¬ 
pecting, corporate-looking eatery (the 
interior could easily be that of a Pick 
Up Stix or autumn-colored Baja Fresh) 
smushed between a Barnes & Noble and 
an AMC movie theater complex is one 
of my choice lunch spots in town, if not 
for its plentiful free parking, then for its 
stress-free order-at-the-counter-and- 
we’ll- deliver-to -the -number- on-your- 
stick routine. 

Usually, I order the do-it-yourself 
chicken meal, which asks you to choose 
how much of a chicken you want and 
two sides to go along with it. But the 
last time I went, a sign taped to the cash 
register advertised a $7.99 “chicken and 


rice plate,” with an offering of all-white 
meat. Not knowing how filling the plate 
would be, I also ordered a side of Medi¬ 
terranean fries, which came first, covered 
in Parmesan, feta cheese and chopped 
garlic—loads of it. In fact, everything I 
ordered came covered in garlic, either 
chopped or ground up into Chicken 
Dijon’s homemade garlic sauce, a side of 
which is served with every meal. Despite 
being already being topped with garlic, 
the cheesey fries tasted even better when 
dipped in this house sauce, which looks 
like a white dill tartar but tastes more 
like evaporated garlic cotton candy, leav¬ 
ing little wisps of the pungent flavor that 
refused to overwhelm. 

My mysterious chicken-and-rice plate 
was a Long Beach Luncher’s generously 
portioned dream: a full plate of shredded 
chicken (“with Mediterranean spices”) 
served over a bed of rice with a side salad. 
Garlic inventory was just as high as it had 
been on the fries, with a helping of the 
garlic sauce covering the chicken-and- 
rice mound and another cup of the stuff 
waiting on the side alongside some slices 
of pita bread. I used it all, kissable breath 
be damned. Thankful to not have to cut 
up the chicken or eat meat off a bone, I 
also found multiple ways to use the ten¬ 
der, shredded chicken, from smothering it 
in the garlic sauce and loading it up on a 
pita to mashing it into some saffron-style 
rice pilaf and scooping up forkfuls. 

With a slew of affordable salads, sides 
and traditional Greek sandwiches left 
to try on the menu. Chicken Dijon is the 
non-corporate food option that keeps me 
from shopping at the Long Beach Town 
Centre. The only thing that could have 
made my most recent meal better was a 
bowl of hummus or baba ganoush, some¬ 
thing that could thankfully have been 
remedied with a few bucks and another 
trip to the register. From a Dec. 26,2012, 
post on Stick a Fork In It.

For Matt Damon and company, 
the message is the message

S alesmen are typically depicted in 
screen dramas as the quintessen¬ 
tial American phonies. The excep¬ 
tions—in Barry Levinson’s Avalon or Whit 
Stillman’s Barcelona—Sire buried under a 
mountain of films proving the rule. That 
one set of phonies is being dramatically 
indicted by actors is an irony that we will 
leave hanging. 

When we first meet Promised Land’s 
phony, played by Matt Damon, he’s prepar¬ 
ing to sell himself, to audition. Steve Butler 
is interviewing for an executive position 
at Global, a natural-gas company whose 
bread and butter is fracking, the contro¬ 
versial practice of pumping toxic chemi¬ 
cals 8,000 feet underground to loosen up 
natural gas. Steve travels from small town 
to small town and persuades people to sell 
Global leases to extract on their land, and 
his ace results have attracted attention. 

He explains this is a matter of his com¬ 
mon touch with locals: “I’m from Eldridge, 
Iowa. It might as well be Rifle, Colorado; 
Dish, Texas; or Lafayette, Louisiana. I 
know them; they know me.” 

Steve says his work is inspired by a 
sense of duty to these dying mill towns— 
“I’m selling them the only way they have 
to get back”—though an edge in his voice 
belies a deeper frustration and disappoint¬ 
ment. Whether that frustration is with 
these people he claims to know or actually 
with himself is tested on a by-the-book 
sales trip to a town called McKinley in 
western Pennsylvania. His partner. Sue, 
meets him there with a suitably beat-up 


Ford, their prop transportation; Sue is 
played by Frances McDormand, keeping 
up her end of a testy on-the-job rapport 
that’s a low-key pleasure. When they go 
shopping for middle-American costumes, 
Steve chooses plaid over camouflage, 
though, really, it’s all camouflage. 

Steve’s approach assumes that all of 
flyover America is essentially the same. “I 
can’t believe this is right outside the city; 
it looks like Kentucky,” says Sue, to which 
Steve responds, “Two hours outside any

city looks like Kentucky.” And everything 
is routine at first—the bribe to the local 
politician (a nicely played scene per¬ 
formed with hushed, hardball contempt 
by Damon) and the well-oiled pitches to 
property owners. But a science teacher 
(Hal Holbrook) speaks up at a community 
assembly, citing reports that fracking can 
contaminate water supplies, which leads 
the assembly to set a date three weeks 
off to vote on allowing Global to drill. 

This forces Steve and Sue to stick around 


McKinley and gives time for an environ¬ 
mental-agency worker (John Krasinski) 
to go door to door with a story about how 
fracking killed his family’s dairy farm. 

Krasinski, shading his trademark affabil¬ 
ity with a touch of cocky righteousness, has 
the unlikely handle Dustin Noble, the actor’s 
second-most unfortunate character name 
outside of Burt Farlander in 2009’s Away 
We Go, written by Dave Eggers. Eggers is 
credited with Promised Land’s original story, 
which Damon and Krasinski developed into 
a screenplay; Damon was originally slated to 
make the project his directorial debut, but it 
instead wound up with Good Will Hunting 
director Gus Van Sant, who here is again in 
his deft, accessible, director-for-hire mode. 
Like Steve, Van Sant—who has a history in 
advertising—knows how to dress down and 
display the common touch. 

With Swedish cinematographer Linus 
Sandgren, Van Sant has shot McKinley as an 
NPR-tithing audience’s dream of the idyl¬ 
lic small town seen in folksy music-video 
interludes, without an eyesore Walmart 
in sight. In fact, it offers little sense of the 
hard-times desperation that Steve’s pitch 
assumes—strange considering this film is 
the work of the director of Drugstore Cow¬ 
boy, who has made a career of going down 
among the marginalized. 

The PR war is waged through Steve 
and Dustin’s competition over a local 
schoolteacher (Rosemarie DeWitt) and in 
McKinley’s social centers: the diner, where 
Dustin gets tauntingly back-slappy with 
the locals, and the bar, where Sue takes the 
stage to sing Hank Williams’s gospel stan¬ 
dard “I Saw the Light” to win hearts and 
minds. Hank Jr.’s “Family Tradition” is the 
true surefire crowd-pleaser, but her selec¬ 
tion is significant; should it be doubted 
that environmentalism has adopted the 
trappings and language of religion, note 
that Promised Land (title courtesy Genesis 
15:18-21) is essentially a conversion story. 


in which the cynical Steve is swayed from 
Global doctrine to the “delusional self¬ 
mythology” of prideful small-town inde¬ 
pendence he’s first heard scoffing at. 

But though Steve knows the Global line 
backward and forward (“If you are against 
this, you’re for coal and oil. Period”), his 
conviction seems to be wavering even as 
he delivers it. Steve’s conversion lacks dra¬ 
matic heft, then, for it seems more a matter 
of predestination, his profound discomfort 
something incipient to his existence rather 
than the result of a slow undermining 
of confidence. New flecks of gray show 
at Damon’s temples and foreboding of a 
looming existential cliff shows at once in 
Steve’s clumping gait, the sullen way he 
drinks, the ease with which Dustin gets 
under his skin. (Did Damon think of guilt¬ 
ily counting his Bourne bucks?) 

Promised Land is a hard-sell movie 
because it doesn’t have the confidence in 
its audience to make any other outcome 
seem personally viable, to give the oppo¬ 
sition a fighting chance or persuasive 
voice. Fast Food Nation gave Bruce Willis’ 
corporate higher-up the floor to deliver 
a tough, pragmatic monologue ending in 
“We all gotta eat a little shit from time 
to time”—a rogue element that gave an 
ideologically committed movie greater 
strength through tension. Ultimately, what 
causes the scales to fall from Steve’s eyes is 
his discovery that Global has been playing 
with a stacked deck, making sure it can’t 
lose. Here, Promised Land, whose ending 
never once seems in doubt, exemplifies in 
dramatic structure the same cheating its 
hero can’t stomach.

ARGO Set amid the 1979-1980 Iran hos¬ 
tage crisis, Argo, Ben Affleck's third 
directorial effort, is a "gritty" histori¬ 
cal drama overwhelmed by its love of 
Hollywood as an inventor of imaginary 
narratives with real consequences, 
a great generator of American bed¬ 
time stories whose magic works on 
suburban kids and foreign enemies 
alike. After an Iranian Revolution for 
Dummies Prologue, the movie proper 
begins with the November 4,1979, 
attack on the U.S. embassy in Tehran. 
While 52 Americans are held hostage, 
six embassy workers manage to 
escape, ultimately hiding out at the 
home of Canadian ambassador Ken 
Taylor (Victor Garber). Determined to 
smuggle the houseguests out of Iran 
by disguising them as a film crew on a 
location scout, CIA exfiltration expert 
Tony Mendez (Affleck) enlists the help 
of John Chambers (John Goodman), a 
movie makeup artist, and Lester Siegel 
(Alan Arkin), an old-school producer 
Chambers pulls off the lifetime-achieve¬ 
ment circuit to give the "production" 
credibility. (In real life. Chambers 
won an Oscar for Planet of the Apes; 
Siegel is a composite). Between hokey 
wisecracks ribbing industry idiocy, the 
trio seizes on a dusty script for a Star 
Wars rip off called Argo. The great 
movies of the period Argo depicts, 
even period pieces, were about the 
American experience in the moment 
they were made. Argo doesn't reflect 
who we are now so much as it argues 
for what Hollywood can be. It's an 
embodiment of the kind of quality adult 
film that really shouldn't be an endan¬ 
gered species, and a love letter from 
Affleck to the industry that made him, 
shunned him, and loves nothing more 
than to be loved. (R) Karina Longworth.

BARBARA Set in East Germany in 1980, 
Christian Petzold's superb Barbara is 
a transfixing Cold War thriller made 
even more vivid by its subtle overlay of 
the golden-era "woman's picture," the 
woman in question being Dr. Barbara 
Wolff, brilliantly played by Nina Hoss 
in her fifth film with the writer/director. 
Yet Petzold intricately retools genre 
rather than slavishly adheres to it, 
using familiar templates to offer fresh 
perspectives on historical rifts and 
wounds. We first see Barbara—lean, 
rigid, remote—stepping off a bus a 
mere minute before beginning her new 
job at a pediatric hospital in a province 
in the German Democratic Republic. 
Previously employed at a prestigious 
clinic in Berlin, she has been reas¬ 
signed to the boonies as punishment 
for applying for an exit visa. "She won't 
even be one second early," Stasi agent 
Klaus (Rainer Bock) says to Andre 
(Ronald Zehrfeld), the hospital's burly 
head physician, as both men stare at 
the blond M.D. from a window two sto¬ 
ries above. Klaus and his state-security 
goons appear at Barbara's doorstep 
or linger in parked cars outside her 
apartment building intermittently, just 
long enough so that their reign of terror 
sticks in the mind without overwhelm¬ 
ing the movie. Tense and impeccably 
plotted, Barbara is punctuated by 
indelible details and builds to an act 
of enormous sacrifice that links our 
heroine to the great maternal altruists 
of '30s and '40s cinema whose names 
also served as film titles (Stella Dallas, 
Mildred Pierce). But unlike those 
martyrs, Barbara's action is impelled 
not by masochism or self-abnegation 


but by a sense of duty both to herself 
and her vocation. (Not Rated) Melissa 
Anderson.

DJANGO UNCHAINED After the ebul 
lient Holocaust fantasia Inglourious 
Basterds, Quentin Tarantino takes his 
whole blood-spattered historical tent 
show on the road, this time putting 
down stakes in antebellum Dixieland. 
Jamie Foxx stars as the captured run¬ 
away slave of the title, given his free¬ 
dom by an unlikely savior: a German- 
American bounty hunter (Basterds 
Oscar-winner Christoph Waltz) who 
trains Django to become his partner. 
Together, they make their way toward 
a sprawling Mississippi plantation 
known as Candyland, where Django's 
estranged bride, Broomhilda (Kerry 
Washington), lies in wait, under the 
thumb of a foppish master (Leonardo 
DiCaprio) and his septuagenarian 
house slave (the astonishing Samuel L. 
Jackson). Wagnerian hellfire ensues, 
though Tarantino's true reference point 
is a century of Hollywood cinema's 
failure to engage with the ugly realities 
of the "peculiar institution," from Gone 
With the Wind to Spielberg's Lincoln. 
Some high-minded critics and cultural 
arbiters still can't bring themselves to 
take Tarantino seriously as an intel¬ 
lectual, but like all of the best pop art, 
Django Unchained is both seriously 
entertaining and seriously thoughtful, 
rattling the cage of race in America 
on-screen and off. (R) Scott Foundas.

FLIGHT The yammering about "Oscar 
gold" and Denzel Washington's poten¬ 
tial three-peat will soon reach a deaf¬ 
ening pitch, but such noise can only 
embarrass a fine character study like 
Flight, whose prevailing tone is a heavy 
melancholy. The mood is there from 
the opening, where William "Whip" 
Whitaker (Washington) is waking in a 
bottle-strewn hotel suite, last night's 
company fishing her thong from behind 
a recliner. Much the worse for the 
wear after his long weekend. Whip gets 
ready for work with a snort of coke, 
and is young again as he swaggers 
into the cockpit for a morning flight— 
Whip, you see, is a commercial-airline 
captain. It's not Whip's shabby state, 
however, that eventually puts his plane 
into a sudden free fall. Drawing on a 
lifetime of experience. Whip improvises 
a miraculous plan that brings craft and 
passengers down more or less safely. 

In order to hush up a medical report 
of Whip's potent blood-alcohol level 
at the crash scene and to coach him 
through the investigation, a lawyer, 
Hugh Lang (Don Cheadle), is brought in 
to do damage control at the behest of 
the pilot's union rep, Charlie Anderson 
(Bruce Greenwood), an old Navy buddy 
of Whip's and custodian of the open 
secret of his drinking. Anderson's 
opposite is Whip's dealer, Harling, 
played with dirtbag bonhomie by John 
Goodman. Calm and chaos commingle 
beautifully in the crash-landing set 
piece as handled by director Robert 
Zemeckis, making his first live-action 
film since 2000's Cast Away. It is not 
surprising that Zemeckis' handling of 
spectacle would be undiminished, but 
he hasn't lost his touch with actors, 
either, coaching Washington into one of 
those rare performances that suggests 
much more than it shows. (R) Nick 
Pinkerton. Countywide. 

THE GUILTTRIP In Anne Fletcher's buddy 
comedy The Guilt Trip, Seth Rogen is 
Andy Brewster, an organic chemist 
frustrated in his entrepreneurial efforts 
at selling the natural cleaning product 
he has invented. About to embark on 
a multi-city sales jaunt, he invites his 
mom (Barbra Streisand) along, osten¬ 
sibly to spend time with her, but with 
the hidden agenda of hooking her up 
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with an old boyfriend at journey's end. 
Pairing Rogen and Streisand turns out 
to be inspired. The wisp of a plot serves 
as a platform for some strong comic 
dynamics, the only semi-important 
thing the film has to offer. For an inter¬ 
nationally famous doyenne who lives at 
a magnificent and heightened level of 
existence involving ambient harp glis- 
sandos and lilac fragrance, Streisand 
offers a spot-on portrayal of a retired, 
middle-class Gap aficionado. Andy's 
multiple agendas and internal resis¬ 
tance to the fact that he kind of wants 
his mom's help challenges his affable 
shlubbiness. Their exchanges have the 
ructious affection of long acquaintance, 
and the tight focus on the characters 
yields a narrative gentleness that's only 
surprising in a landscape of gross-out 
comedies, some of which Rogen has 
written himself. The Guilt Trip tees up 
scenes involving an eating contest, a 
strip club, and a casino, which in an 
overdetermined, situational film would 
have resulted in projectile vomiting, 
an embarrassing lap dance, and hit¬ 
ting the big jackpot. At each turn, Dan 
Fogelman's script instead veers back to 
the filial relationship and the complica¬ 
tions therein. (PG-13) Chris Packham.

THE HOBBIT: AN UNEXPECTED 
JOURNEY Welcome back to Middle 
Earth. A decade after bidding farewell 
to his Oscar-winning Lord of the Rings 
trilogy, Peter Jackson has returned 
to J.R.R. Tolkien to make three more 
films based on The Hobbit, the slender 
1937 volume in which the author first 
deployed his Middle Earth mythol¬ 
ogy. And this first installment feels 
like much ado about not very much, 
dragging its hairy feet for nearly an 
hour before it even sets out on the 
"unexpected journey" of the movie's 
subtitle, in which the dandyish hobbit 
Bilbo Baggins (Martin Freeman) joins 
forces with a band of warrior dwarfs to 
help recapture their ancestral home¬ 
land from the claws of a fire-breathing 
dragon. It goes without saying that all 
of this is executed at an exceptional 
level of craft, but unless you want to 
see something that looks like Days of 
Our Hobbit Lives, stay far away from 
Jackson's much-ballyhooed "High 
Frame Rate" version of the film playing 
in selected cinemas. Some welcome 
cameos from the LOTR cast keep 
things fitfully engaging, but mostly 
the movie feels like self-conscious 
monument art—and it's all too unclear 
whether that monument is to Tolkien 
or to Jackson himself. {PG-13) Scott 
Foundas.

JACK REACHER In his 2005 novel One 
Shot, Lee Child lays out nine rules for 
surviving a five-against-one alley fight. 
Rule nine: "Don't run head-on into Jack 
Reacher. It's like running into an oak 
tree." As fans of Child's 17 Reacher 
novels know, the drifter hero is 6-foot-5, 
which means that to bring this oak of a 
man to life onscreen, the comparatively 
diminutive Tom Cruise (5-foot-7) would 
have to overcompensate with some 
serious tough-guy glowering. That was 
the expectation, anyway. Instead, when 
surrounded on a dark Pittsburgh street 
by five fools paid a hundred bucks each 
to beat him bloody. Cruise's Reacher 
gives a "you-asked-for-it" shrug, then 
puts the five down. Convincingly. 
Written and directed by Christopher 
McQuarrie (co-writer of The Usual 
Suspects), the movie concerns 
Reacher's attempts to clear the name 
of an army sniper arrested for a shoot¬ 
ing spree. The opening calls to mind 
the cold, heartless grace of a Brian 
De Palma set piece, but McQuarrie 
maintains a jokey tone throughout the 
rest of the film, as if to let us know that 
nobody's taking this lone hero stuff too 


seriously. And master cinematographer 
Caleb Deschanel (The Black Stallion) 
must have taken great joy in bouncing 
light off Rosamund Pike's resplendent 
blond hair. Should a beat-'em-up action 
flick be this beautiful? {PG-13) Chuck 
Wilson. Countywide. 

LES MISERABLES You can hear the 
people sing—really hear them—in the 
iong-gestating screen version of that 
Broadway juggernaut Les Miserables, 
for which the musical numbers were 
recorded live on the set rather than 
lip-synched to studio recordings. That's 
one of several ways in which director 
Tom Hooper (The King's Speech) tries 
but fails to inject real-world grit and 
verisimilitude into producer Cameron 
Mackintosh's musical-theater block¬ 
buster, a simpering reduction of Victor 
Hugo's panoramic 19th-century novel 
into a succession of noble peasant 
heroes (Hugh Jackman as the perse¬ 
cuted Jean Valjean), cardboard villains 
(Russell Crowe as police inspector 
Javert), and star-crossed lovers belt¬ 
ing out sound-alike anthems about 
the resilience of the human spirit. On 
stage, where Les Mis has been running 
continuously in one form or another for 
the past 25 years, this all had a certain 
kitsch appeal. On screen, it's a real 
slog, less a movie than an exercise 
in careful brand management. As the 
fired factory-worker-turned-prostitute 
Fantine, Anne Hathaway stops the 
show with her borderline-hysterical 
rendition of "I Dreamed a Dream," 
all bulging eyes and hyperventilation. 
But is this great acting, or merely the 
precursor to spontaneous combustion?

LIFE OF PI A stacked-deck theological 
inquiry filtered through a spectacular 
Utanic-by-way-ofSIumdog Millionaire 
narrative. Life of Pi manages occa¬ 
sional spiritual wonder through its 3-D 
visuals but otherwise sinks like a stone. 
It's no shock that Ang Lee brings to 
his high seas adventure graceful and 
refined aesthetics devoid of any unique 
signature or pressing emotion, as the 
director has proved himself a skillful 
craftsman without an imprimatur to call 
his own. Here, that anonymity results 
in slavish, proficient devotion to his 
source material, Yann Martel's 2001 
novel. The story concerns the upbring¬ 
ing of Pi (newcomer Suraj Sharma) in 
India, his unbelievable experiences 
surviving a shipwreck aboard a life raft 
also occupied by a Bengal tiger, and 
his post-rescue efforts to convince 
Japanese officials that his jale is true— 
a three-part structure thatOs framed by 
the adult Pi (Irrfan Khan), recounting his 
tale to a nameless Writer (Rate Spall). 

A struggling Caucasian American nov¬ 
elist who has been told that Pi's saga 
will convince him of God's existence, 
the Writer—who looks like he just 
came from a Banana Republic modeling 
shoot—is a colonialist appropriator of 
Pi's story, which he plans to turn into 
his own novel. Lee ignores such thorny 
sociopolitical dynamics, opting instead 
to couch this framework as further 
proof of the divine magic of storytell¬ 
ing. Lee stages the freighter's demise 
with a thrilling immediacy, taking full 
advantage of 3-D, and culminates with 
a shot of an underwater Pi gazing at 
the vessel as it descends to the bottom, 
its lights twinkling like flickering eyes. 
Still, the story's relentless articulation 
of its thematic aims proves a buzz kill, 
and the film spoon-feeds rather than 
enlightens. {PG-13) Schager, Nick.

LINCOLN Much has already been writ¬ 
ten about Daniel Day-Lewis' inter¬ 
pretation of the 16th U.S. president in 
Spielberg's Lincoln, and specifically 
about the reedy Midwestern tenor he 
adopts, derived from the often-mocking 


historical documentation of Lincoln's 
contemporaries. A sharp contrast with 
the stentorian elocution actors tend 
to adopt for the great emancipator, 
it's the most superficial and immedi¬ 
ately apparent facet of this somehow 
almost 4-D character made flesh by 
Day-Lewis: a vivid evocation of a man 
no living person ever knew, and what 
amounts to the best guess of arguably 
the best actor of his generation. So 
that's one of the challenges Spielberg 
confronts: squaring the Georgia white 
marble of the Lincoln Memorial with the 
flesh-and-blood reality we can never 
really know—evoking the man without 
diminishing the leader. The director's 
other challenges include relating 
the complications and subtleties of 
political maneuvering, and the inherent 
suckiness of the biopic form. Spielberg 
solves that by lensing the portrait 
through a single event: the fight to 
pass the 13th Amendment through the 
house of representatives. The film is 
studied and often somber, but it is also 
hugely entertaining, a bitchingly fun 
story of political gamesmanship, influ¬ 
ence trading, patronage, cronyism, and 
outright bribery. This Lincoln is quietly 
ironic, an indulgent storyteller, a hugely 
charismatic leader. A politician by turns 
charmingly persuasive and iron-fisted. 

A melancholic who suffers deeply, 
forced to barricade his grief behind a 
facade of steadiness and disarming 
humor. A father who sprawls on the 
floor with his young son, and a husband 
whose wife's madness is no match 
for his affection. Day-Lewis is just 
crazy good. {PG-13) Chris Packham. 
Countywide. 

PARENTAL GUIDANCE In much the 
same way that pig-romancing hill folk 
felt slandered by William Denison 
"Bill" McKinney's performance in 
Deliverance, the elderly have cause 
to feel scandalized by their portrayal 
in Andy Fickman's Parental Guidance. 
The Billy Crystal/Bette Midler vehicle 
is an extended "in my day" joke 
intended to convey the superiority of 
old people over a lot of supposedly 
contemporary behavior that doesn't 
actually exist in real life. The film is 
unpopulated by anything resembling 
an actual human being, and the non- 
Lipitor-ingesting characters are 2-D 
cutouts for Billy Crystal to smack 
around with his smirky jowls. Artie 
Decker (Crystal), a cornball announcer 
for the Fresno Grizzlies, is fired from 
his job by an executive who sprays a 
withering fusillade of Internet buzz¬ 
words, advancing the film's contention 
that non-elderly people are ridiculous 
aliens, while providing one of many 
opportunities for Billy Crystal's jowls 
to portray "befuddled." (iut of touch 
with tweets or whatever, Artie, along 
with his wife, Diane (Midler), launches 
his new season of unemployment by 
babysitting his daughter's fucked-up 
children in a digitally automated house 
"invented" by his son-in-law. Among all 
the carpooling and violin lessons and 
whatnot, Midler, Crystal, and Crystal's 
befuddled jowls evince smugness 
toward caricatures of overprotective 
parents, educators spewing befuddling 
jargon, befuddling technology, and a 
befuddling kid's baseball league with a 
befuddling lack of strikes, penalties, or 
points. The film might be remembered 
for its discovery of the hateful state 
of "smug-fuddlement," a combination 
of "befuddlement" and "smug." (PG)

Russell is still doing penance for / 

Heart Huckabees, a wonderfully nutty 
2004 passion project exploring the 
desperate search for meaning within 
corporate America. Silver Linings 
Playbook feels more personal than 
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The Fighter, his last feature, but it 
also feels like the movie version of a 
brilliant but unbalanced mind on too 
many edge-sanding meds. Released 
from the psych hospital where he was 
sent after a marriage-ending manic fit, 
Pat Solitano (Cooper) moves back into 
his childhood home. Cooper spits out 
such lines in an unmodulated, rapid- 
fire assault, his eyes wide and shining. 
Russell trusts us to draw on, like, every 
movie we've ever seen to recognize 
this is what the fearlessness of the mad 
looks and sounds like; the twist is that 
Pat's parents—superstitious amateur 
bookie Pat Senior (Robert De Niro) 
and the sweetly overbearing Dolores 
(Jacki Weaver)—speak the same way. 
The scenes in the Solitano home are a 
cacophony of mile-a-minute monotone. 
They're the best, most alive parts of the 
movie. Like many assholes, Pat brands 
himself a "truth teller"; he is, of course, 
the only person who can't see the 
truth about himself, which is that he's 
incapable of empathy. It comes as no 
surprise that the vehicle for this trans¬ 
formation is a slow-building romance 
with a bruised young widow played 
with feisty authenticity by Jennifer 
Lawrence. Manic as it might be stylisti¬ 
cally, Silver Linings Playbook maintains 
too even of an emotional keel. It's a film 
about the alienated that makes sure 
to alienate no one, a movie depicting 
wild mood extremes that never rises 
or falls above a dull hum of diversion. 
Russell has made a great movie about 
American malaise; this isn't it. (R)

SKYFALL If Hollywood's rut du jour is the 
origin story as bid for franchise immor¬ 
tality, you can't say that Skyfall —the 
23rd "official" James Bond film in 50 
years—isn't on-trend. Skyfall, Daniel 
Craig's third Bond film, aims to flesh 
out the backstory of the spy, with the 
globe-trotting terrorist hunt this time 
literally revisiting the site of the child¬ 
hood trauma that apparently pushed 
Bond to seek out that license to kill. 
Bopping from Shanghai to Macao, 

Bond gets up to the usual daring 
escapes and zipless nightcaps. The 
greatest gift director Sam Mendes— 
working with cinematographer Roger 
Deakins—brings to the material is stag¬ 
ing and imagery that artfully amplify the 
film's ideas about the world in which 
all of this is happening. And there 
are ideas, despite the fetishism and 
improbability native to the franchise. 
Bond's world is undeniably modeled 
after a real one engaged in debates 
about transparency and obfuscation, 
in which established institutions find 
themselves crippled (and, perhaps 
worse, rendered foolish) by stateless 
entities who show their power through 


violent interruptions of both the physi¬ 
cal and virtual worlds. A bureaucrat 
played by Ralph Fiennes, trying to 
drag MI6 kicking and screaming into 
the age of Anonymous, contends that 
the agency "can't keep working in the 
shadows—there are no shadows." 

It's a POV contested by the film's 
most visually stunning action scene, 
a relatively simple duel in a darkened 
Shanghai skyscraper, with Bond and 
the bad guy silhouetted against the 
neon lights and video billboards out¬ 
side. The shadows might have changed 
shape and method of generation, but 
the conflicts seem as binary as ever.

THE TWILIGHT SAGA: BREAKING 
DAWN-PART 2 There's plenty of red 
glare in Twilight's last gleaming, emit¬ 
ting mainly from the peepers of Bella 
(Kristen Stewart), now 100 percent 
vampire, a conversion that took place 
during the final minutes of Breaking 
Dawn—Part I to save her life during 
a gruesome childbirth. The bizarre, 
jolting body horror that marked the 
penultimate installment of the fran¬ 
chise is absent in the wheel-spinning 
final chapter—unless you count the 
unease felt when witnessing the CGI 
crimes committed against the face of 
Renesmee (Mackenzie Foy), the child 
of Bella and Edward (Robert Pattinson), 
whose features are digitally altered to 
match her varying ages, from infant 
to late adolescent. The moppet's very 
existence sets the stop-start plot in 
motion: The Volturi, that Rome-based 
cabal of vampires led by Michael 
Sheen and some other guys in Adam 
Ant regalia, mistakenly believe that 
Renesmee is an "immortal child" and 
thus a threat to the entire living-dead 
existence. To prepare for the battle 
with this Continental syndicate, Edward 
and his family, aided by Jacob (Taylor 
Lautner) and his wolf pack, summon 
vampires from around the globe. This 
motley lot—the women bloodsuckers 


all seem to resemble lip-augmented 
Tampa trophy wives; the men, hollow¬ 
cheeked consumptives who look 
like VIPs at the clubs SNL's Stefon 
frequents—are given ample time to 
explain and demonstrate their special 
powers. It's about as exciting as watch¬ 
ing David Blaine play Stratego and 
makes you miss the power of the first 
four films all the more: the uncontain- 
able yearning of the Bella-Edward- 
Jacob triangle. {PG-13) Melissa

WRECK-IT RALPH It's hard out there for 
a video game villain—always being 
attacked, never given the benefit of the 
doubt, and forever pigeonholed. Such 
is the fate of Wreck-lt Ralph (John C. 
Reilly), the bad guy in an old-school 
arcade game. With gigantic hands, 
a round face, and overalls strapped 
over one shoulder, Ralph resembles 
a human Donkey Kong, and after 30 
years of his smash-and-growl routine, 
he has grown tired of his station in life. 
At a therapy session for like-minded 
scoundrels including Super Mario 
Bros.' Bowser and Street Fighter's 
Zangief and M. Bison, Ralph wonders 
aloud why he can't ever be the hero. 

A Pac-Man ghost responds, "We can't 
change who we are." With bouncy CG 
that's given greater depth by 3-D, direc¬ 
tor Rich Moore's film blends the secret- 
lives-of-toys reality of Toy Story with 
the self-actualization vibe of Bolt, with 
the former proving far more electric 
than the latter. There's an invigorating 
energy to the first 20 minutes, with 
Reilly's ho-hum-glum narration hilari¬ 
ously establishing Ralph's discontent, 
and Ralph's travels through the game 
world marked by one winning cameo 
after another, including 2-D icons Pac- 
Man (detested by Ralph) and Q*Bert 
(now homeless). Thus, it's disappointing 
to find Wreck-lt Ralph squandering 
the opportunities it sets up, retreating 
into static be-yourself territory when 
Ralph gets stranded in a cart-racing 
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game with a smart-talking teen (Sarah 
Silverman) to save. Wreck-lt Ralph's 
themes don't develop by branch¬ 
ing out in wild, unpredictable ways; 
instead, they become narrower and 


more monotonous, perhaps replicat¬ 
ing the fundamental nature of '80s-era 
games, which were predicted on basic, 
repetitive action.

Previewing OC theater for 2013

I n a little more than a year, Orange 
County lost two of its edgiest, longest- 
established storefront theaters: The 
Monkey Wrench Collective, which closed 
in December 2011, and the Hunger Artists 
Theatre Co., which closed in November. 
Both announcements were disheartening 
because, together (if you count the Monkey 
Wrench’s original incarnation as the Rude 
Guerrilla Theatre Ensemble), they shared 
a collective 30 years of producing (16 for 
Hunger Artists, 14 for Monkey Wrench) 
and offered scores of plays ranging from 
Sarah Kane and Mark Ravenhill to Samuel 
Beckett and Hedwigand the Angry Inch. 

But this is hardly a death knell for local 
theater. Sure, the Laguna Playhouse is just 
a rental these days, just another commu¬ 
nity theater in a very big space, but South 
Coast Repertory remains a formidable 
presence and gained an infusion of energy 
when Marc Masterson stepped up as artis¬ 
tic director in 2011. And three producing 
entities either opened in 2012 or greatly 
ramped up their offerings: Stage Door Rep¬ 
ertory and the Galley Theater in Anaheim, 
plus the Mysterium Theatre in Orange. 
Time will tell if they can gain the traction 
to join the Chance Theatre, the Maverick 
Theater, STAGEStheatre and Theatre Out, 
all of which seem to be doing fine in these 
rough economic times. 

The following is a list of the most 
intriguing plays being offered over the 
next six months or so in local theater: 

CHANCE THEATER: The season kicks 
off with Triassic Parq, a musical parody of 
Jurassic Park told from the perspective of 
the dinosaurs (Jan. 25-Feb. 24). In April, 
the Chance stages a joint production of the 
groundbreaking play The Laramie Proj¬ 
ect and its follow-up piece. The Laramie 
Project: 10 Years After. In July, the Andrew 
Jackson musical (really) Bloody Bloody 
Jackson takes the stage, followed in late 
September by a rarely performed piece 
by Pulitzer Prize-winning writer Donald 
Margulies, Time Stands Still, about a pho¬ 
tojournalist who barely survives a bomb 
blast in Iraq, www.chancetheater.com. 
MAVERICK THEATER: Brian Newell’s 
fusion of cinema and stage is in full flower 
this year, as the first four mainstage shows 
all have something to do with film. Open¬ 
ing Jan. 11 is Yasmine Reza’s four-character 
play God of Carnage, which was turned into 
a Roman Polanski film. Carnage. That’s 
followed by Amadeus on Feb. 15, the musi¬ 
cal adaptation of Legally Blonde on April 
10 and the most interesting sounding of all: 
his adaptation of The Sting, which opens 
May 30. www.mavericktheater.com. 
MYSTERIUM THEATRE: This ridicu¬ 
lously energetic producing entity will 
mount more than 20 shows in 2013, and 


while not all dates have been announced 
yet, productions will range from musical 
standards such as Hair and Damn Yankees 
to straight plays including Richard Green¬ 
berg’s Take Me Out (which is actually about 
a gay, major-league baseball player) and 
Rashomon. www.mysteriumshop.com. 
SEGERSTROM CENTER OF THE ARTS: 
The two biggest nationally touring musi¬ 
cals onstage in 2013 come early: Warhorse, 
which won the 2011 Tony Award for Best 
Play (and features life-sized horse puppets), 
opens Jan. 22, and the wickedly successful 
Wicked opens Feb. 20. www.sctfta.org. 
SOUTH COAST REPERTORY: The play 
with the most interesting sounding title 
of the year, Stephen Adly Guirgis’ well- 
received Broadway hit The Motherfucker 
With the Hat, opens Jan. 11. The Whale, a 
piece about a 600-pound man by up-and- 
coming playwright Sam Hunter, called by 
SCR founder Martin Benson “one of the 
most exciting new pla 5 rwrights in Ameri¬ 
can theater,” opens March 15, 
while the frenetically tal¬ 
ented Noah Haidle’s latest 
play, Smokefall, opens its 
world premiere April 5. 
www.scr.org.

THEATRE: 

This space

Chalks It Up 

L ooking for a piece of statement furniture 
that looks straight out of an Anthropolo- 
gie display, but at one-IOth the price? A trip 
to the newly opened Peinture store in Costa 
Mesa is in your cards. The vintage-furniture 
store not only sells refurbished shabby-chic 
pieces, but also puts the creativity in your 
hands by hosting workshops and selling a 
miracle paint that'll make you want to repaint 
everything you see at the next garage sale. 

I'm talking about Chalk Paint, created in 
England by decorative-paint guru Annie Sloan. 
It's an interior designer and weekend refur- 
bisher's dream because it allows you to paint 
wood without sanding, stripping or priming 
and holds perfectly onto almost any surface— 
including metal, plastic and varnished woods. 
And a little goes a long way—one quart can 
easily coat a five-piece bedroom set. It's what 
inspired interior designer Deborah Cooper- 
Ramosto open Peinture. 

The Anaheim 
Hills native 
was frustrated 

by finding the perfect piece in 
the wrong color or finish. Is 
it really worth itto strip, sand, 
prime and paint the item, or is it 
wiser to pass on the item and keep searching? 
She read rave reviews about Chalk Paint and 
decided to give it a go. At the time, it wasn't 
sold in U.S. stores, so she ordered it online. 

"The first time I used it, I stayed up till 2 a.m., 
just [doing itto] everything in my house," 
Cooper-Ramos recalls. 

She then rented a stall at Country Roads 
Antiques & Gardens at the Orange Circle, but 
the popularity of her painted pieces spread so 
fast in just a few months that she moved into 
bigger digs. (Fear not, faithful Country Roads 
patrons—she's keeping her booth, under 
the quaint name Petit Peinture.) South Coast 
Collection (or SoCo) off the 405 freeway in 
Costa Mesa seemed to be a natural fit, with 
its concentration of trendy and progressive 
design stores. 

Peinture had a soft opening in late Decem¬ 
ber, but it will officially celebrate its grand open¬ 
ing in mid-January. Cooper-Ramos will offer 
painting workshops ranging from beginner to 
advanced techniques, and classes range from 
four hours to an all-day affair. For some, you 
can bring in your own piece; others will provide 
practice wood for you to learn more adventur¬ 
ous finishes. Cooper-Ramos says Chalk Paint 
workshops are her favorite part of her job— 
after a touch of encouragement, students feel 
the rush of Chalk Paint's instant gratification and 
nothing in the house is safe anymore.

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Body Slam Beats 

Aric Improta’s high-flying, exhausting journey to become OC’s next great drummer

F or about five hours a day, the scene 
in Aric Improta’s bedroom is one of 
complete insanity. As the last streaks 
of sunlight sink behind the hills in his 
native Fullerton, the 23-year-old drummer 
becomes a tornado of sticks, long hair and 
screams. Occasionally, he’ll leap off a stool, 
his body slamming the beat with the inten¬ 
sity of a pro wrestler. The explosions from 
his drum kit echo through his parents’ sub¬ 
urban home like the boom from cannon fire 
at the invasion of Normandy. 

Inside his bedroom-turned-practice 
space, dim light from a ceiling fixture 
shines feebly on walls plastered with faded 
metal- and prog-rock-band posters. In the 
final stretch of his whirling, five-minute 
drum routine, his body spazzes wildly to 
complete one more thunderous fill before 
he finally exhales and stops pounding. 
“Okay,” he says breathlessly. “Only have to 
do that 15 more times.” 

The night before the Guitar Center’s 
National Drum-Off Semi-Finals, Improta 
committed himself to one last gasp of rou¬ 
tine training. It paid off: the next day, he 
won the competition, advancing to the final 
round on Jan. 19 at Guitar Center in Holly¬ 
wood. The massive contest, whittled down 
from 4,000 contestants nationwide, began 
in August. After five years of competing, 
this is Improta’s first time making it to the 
finals. The prize, valued at nearly $50,000, 
includes a cash award, fi:-ee drum gear and 
some career-altering endorsement deals. 
Contestants get five minutes to show a 
panel of expert judges what they’ve got. 

The chance at all that glory feels light- 
years from where Improta started, playing 
in bands in junior high and high school. He 


claims he was always the weak link. “It was 
always a situation in which everyone I sur¬ 
rounded myself with was better than me,” 
Improta says. “I just figured I had to get 
better or else they wouldn’t want me.” 

Lured to the instrument by the rocket- 
fueled, freak-out performances of bands 
such as At the Drive-In, Tool, Opeth and

Deftones, the longtime gymnast and skate¬ 
boarder started taking things more seri¬ 
ously, gradually becoming obsessed with 
drums and being in bands. His style blends 
the ferocity of metal with jazz dynamics 
and an impeccable understanding of the 
four-on-the-fioor rock groove. 

By the time he hit college, Improta’s par¬ 
ents (musicians themselves) encouraged him 
to enter the annual Guitar Center competi¬ 
tion. At first, he wasn’t really excited about 
the idea; he tried to get disqualified by doing 
back flips during the competition and bring¬ 
ing extra, unapproved instruments onstage. 
Yet Improta advanced as far as the quarter 
finals on his first try. “I was scared of being 
told I wasn’t that good,” he recalls, “but I 
ended up moving on anyway.” 

Before his nightly practice, Improta sits 
cross-legged on his bed; he’s in shorts, with 
a glinting nose ring and his hair wrapped in 
a pon 5 l;ail. Talking nonstop with a flurry of 
hand gestures, he tries to explain how moti¬ 


vational mantras—including ones outlined 
in books such as The Outliers—inspired him 
to become freakishly good at what he does. 
He says his No I goal is to put in 10,000 
hours of practice on his kit. To reach that, 
Improta records his sessions religiously. At 
one point, he says, he even recorded himself 
fainting from exhaustion, falling face-first 
onto his snare drum. “Those three months 
[preparing for the drum-off] are like hell 
week in football,” he says. 

His practice time doesn’t include time 
spent jamming with his band. Night Verses— 
a virtuosic squall of four-piece, post-hard- 
core rage a la Tides of Man or the Dillinger 
Escape Plan. Improta can barely squeeze 
in a part-time job. As for his family and 
neighbors, well, they’re seemingly the most 
understanding people on the planet when 
it comes to the noise. Maybe they recognize 
that behind his insane chops, high-flying 
stunt work and Tasmanian Devil energy is a 
young person who is really trying to elevate 
his craft, both literally and figuratively. 

At sundown, Improta realizes he only 
has a few more hours to play before he has 
to shut things down at the parent-man¬ 
dated time of 10 p.m. In a couple of weeks, 
hundreds of people will be watching him 
perform. On this night, though, it’s just the 
guys on his posters. 

“It’s kinda cheesy, but it’s cool to have 
all your favorite bands looking at you 
while you’re practicing,” he says. “There 
are some times when I’m in here, and I’ve 
played the same thing 50 times, and then 
I’ll look at John Theodore on my little 
Mars Volta poster, and it’s like he’s saying, 
‘Keep doing it!”’

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Why Is There So Much 
Indie Music on TV? 


Influential music 
supervisor Alexandra 
Patsavas explains how 
baby bands make it big on 
the small screen

I t’s hard to not notice: Indie bands 
seemingly make up the soundtrack for 
just about every sitcom, film and televi¬ 
sion commercial today They slide casu¬ 
ally into the cracks of sappy, dialogue-free 
moments and slow-motion montages to 
add emotion and cachet to just about any 
scene producers can cook up. 

Influential music supervisor Alexandra 
Patsavas swears it’s not just about cheap 
labor. “It’s far more of a creative decision 
than a monetary one,” she says. “We’re 
picking out the kind of music the charac¬ 
ters in the show might listen to.” 

Patsavas, a Chicago native, worked 
on the music for The O.C., known for 
breaking indie bands, as well as Grey's 
Anatomy, Roswell and The Twilight 
Saga. Altogether, she has worked in 
the music department of more than 60 
films and television series. Since 1998, 
she has run her own Pasadena-based 
music company. Chop Shop Supervi¬ 
sion, which started its own record label 
five years ago. Her work mainly consists 
of approaching bands and artists about 
recording covers and requesting licens¬ 
ing permission to include songs on 
shows and in mixes. 

It wasn’t always this way. In 1984, 
Miami Vice was the first series to eschew 
the old-school, made-for-television 
soundtracks in favor of pop music. But 
in the 20th century. Top 40 hits rarely 
made it into commercials. Nick Drake’s 
“Pink Moon” was a game changer when it 
was used in a Volkswagen ad in 1999, but 
Moby’s licensing of almost every track on 


his album that year. Play, may have been 
the tipping point. 

Steve Jobs certainly took notice. 
Throughout the next decade, iPod media 
campaigns launched one indie rocker after 
another to fame; Jet, Feist and Yael Naim 
all gained careers as they helped Apple 
to stand apart. This trend became a new 
business model, as advertising—previously 
closed to alternative musicians—became a 
new conduit to the Billboard Hot 100. 

The days when peddling one’s music 
got you labeled a sell-out are long gone. 
Bruce Springsteen famously declined 
millions to keep his “Born In the USA” 
out of a Chrysler ad, but Bob Seger took 
Chevrolet money for “Like a Rock” while 
Led Zeppelin peddled “Rock and Roll” 
to Cadillac. Those Victoria’s Secret ads, 
meanwhile, did little to tarnish the Black 
Keys’ credibility. 

What kind of money are we talking? 
According to Billboard.biz, the payment 
range for national campaigns can start 
from four to five figures per track for an 
unsigned artist to the high six figures and 
beyond for a name act. In some cases, this 
has opened doors to recording contracts, 
so much so that CNNMoney wondered if 
advertisers had become the new labels. In 
that case, wouldn’t music supervisors be 
the new A&R staff? 

Patsavas doesn’t agree entirely. “I think 
supervisors really have a different goal: to 
find the very best song that will enhance 
the story,” she says. “The job’s not neces¬ 
sarily going to go to the best-looking band 
or to a musician in a certain age group. 
Often, when a song hits, it hits because it 
was tied to a scene that fans liked.” 

She adds that she hears about new 
music by scanning music blogs, as well as 
getting some 300 promotional CDs per 
week. She may be modest about it, but 
many groups’ hopes and dreams undoubt¬ 
edly live in that pile.

n a genre in which fashion practically 
forces allegiance to all things plaid, paisley 
and plain, folk artist Annie McQueen eas¬ 
ily qualifies as a conscientious objector. 
Studying her from the soles of her black 
platform boots to the fur to the mystical, 
Stevie Nicks-esque accessories all the way 
up to her fiery, red hair, she rarely takes the 
stage without sticking out before she sings 
a note. But the clothes aren't nearly as big 
as her voice. Springing herself on the unsus¬ 
pecting masses over the past year, this La 
Habra Heights native was one of a handful 
of pleasant local surprises toward the close 
of 2012. Flaunting a wall-rattling range a la 
Joy Williams of the Civil Wars, the anthemic 
"Burned"—off her latest EP, Cold Hearts — 
shows a promising partnership between 
her and lauded local producer Jon O'Brien; 
you can get a taste of it during the second 
week of the live showcases for the Orange 
County Music Awards. We recently spoke to 
McQueen about her bohemian hillbilly aes¬ 
thetic that refuses to be ordinary. 

OC WEEKLY; You have a song called 
"Booze and Fur" on the new EP. So before 
we ask you any real questions, give us 
your favorite type of booze and favorite 
type of fur. 

ANNIE MCQUEEN: Jameson whiskey, 
hands down. But I do also love champagne. 
[Laughs.] I wear fur—not necessarily real 
fur; it's just more about the glamour. And I 


love the cold. That's part of the whole theme 
of the new EP. 

Does the new EP release feel as though 
it was a long time coming, or is it a lot of 
newer material you've recorded? 

I starting writing for the EP a long time ago. 
But it wasn't really until I met Jon in 2010 that 
we got together and made my first EP, which 
came out last year. We started Cold Hearts 
in July without really knowing where it was 
going to go. And then at the very last minute, 

I wrote "Burned," which came out fast and 
easy; I made some changes, and I'm so happy 
because it's my favorite song I've ever writ¬ 
ten. The lyrics are just honest. It's about set¬ 
ting yourself up for bad things you know are 
going to happen, but you do them anyways. 
As a La Habra Heights gal, does being from 
such a small niche in OC influence your 
sound much? 

It has brought a certain kind of woodsy vibe 
to my music. My neighbors have horses; 
it's all hills and farmhouses. I pretty much 
live with a ton of hillbillies, and I love them. 
They're the best people. 

Americana and folk artists aren't super- 
hard to find in OC. Do you think you add 
something different to that scene that 
breaks up the monotony? 

I don't play a ton of shows. I like to do a 
bigger show here and there that's more of 
a big event. I like the idea of bringing new 
people every time and really treating it like 
a live-show experience. Well, definitely 
I sing crazy-loud; I love the glamour and 
sparkles and dresses and big shoes—the 
whole look on top of just getting up there 
and playing a show. Almost every time I 
play is like a concept show from the cover 
of my CD to the vibe to where I should play. 
What has it been like for you to go from being 
relatively unknown to being picked to play 
the OCMA showcase in the span of a year? 

I finally reached the point where I know 
what I'm doing and who I am as an art¬ 
ist. It's been a good solid year since I've 
started doing music on my own. And I 
think it all became clear during my record- 
release show. I'm feeling more comfortable 
and excited than I ever have.

savage loveti 


More than a thousand people showed up for a 
recent Savage Love Live event at the University of 
Wisconsin-Madison. It goes without saying that 
the students there submitted more questions than I 
could answer in 90 minutes. As promised, Madison, 
here are some bonus answers to questions that I 
didn’t get to during our time together.... 

Can an open relationship work if it's this type: 
dating two people, separately, both serious, 
neither relationship is the "primary" one? 

Define “work.” 

Most people define “work”—in the context of a 
relationship—as “a loving, lasting, long-term rela¬ 
tionship that ends only with the death of one or 
both parties.” But I define “work” as “a loving rela¬ 
tionship that makes the people in it happy, whether 
that relationship lasts for the rest of their lives or 
whether both parties—or all parties, if we’re talk¬ 
ing about a poly or open scenario—decide at some 
point to end the relationship amicably.”

What would you say to Ann Coulter, who said 
that if her son told her he were gay, she'd "tell 
him he was adopted"?

Sooner or later, your new squeeze will do something 
bad, and you’ll get hurt. Hopefully, the bad that 
happens won’t be as bad as the bad you experienced 
in the past relationships—no physical or emotional 
violence, no unforgivable betrayals, nothing that 
requires you to end this relationship—but your new 
partner will behave badly toward you at some point. 
And you will behave badly toward your new partner. 
There’s some bad even in the best relationships. 
You’ll experience less dread if you can accept that. 

Can a successful long-term relationship form 
if the other person can never admit that 
they're wrong? 

Anyone who’s ever been in a successful long-term 
relationship knows that both parties have to be 
able to admit they’re wrong—sometimes you have 
to admit you’re wrong even when you know you’re 
not. So the answer is “no.” 


How and when is it good/best to use 
whipped cream?

And 
your It Gets Better Project is a major contribu¬ 
tion to the mental and physical health of ado¬ 
lescents and young adults. 

Now for a quick medical comment: I agree 
with your suggestion that doctors give 
"flared-base" advice to patients who use anal 
toys. But there's a simple way for a person 
who didn't get that advice to remove an 
object that is stuck in the rectum. They should 
squat—do a deep knee bend—stay still, relax, 
breathe, and voilalThe item will pop out onto 
the floor.
